Further south In the Roye-Xoyon 
region, the situation is less well de- 
nned ( but It stated that both the 
French and British are bringing up 
reserves there. The correspondents 
also arc showing greater confldence 
that the enemy will be held on this 
terrain. 

The German official communication 
of tonight was algnlflcantly brief and 
reserved. It reports the crossing of 
the Ancre, but only refers to Tues- 
day's events while the British war of- 
fice statement shows ibal the (;er- 
nmns who had crossed that streuni 
were thrown back today in counter 
attacks. 

The Infantry lighting along the ma- 
jor portion of the British front in the 
new battle sone showed a marked 
slowing down this morning, indicat- 
ing that the first phase of the Ger- 
man offensive hero has been Hulsheil 
From the Boiitberii sector however, 
came word that the Orinans were 
still prcssiu); the .Tttack with iireat 
fury against the nnwaverinit; defiMise 

The enemy has paused In the north- 
ern sector, probably to reorganise 
and bring forward much>needed artil- 
lery before beginning the second 
round against the sillfening opposi- 
tion of the Ilritish. 

Hard local battles wn-r siill in 
progress hut the lirst fury of the (ier- 
nian onslaught had spent itself. Sev- 
eral attacks which the Germans last 
niglit which were essayed were 
smaahed and at Sailly-le-^, where 
the Oermans laat night gained a foot- 
ing, the Britiah this morning deliv- 
ered a smashing counter alfaek, 
which pushed the invaders back. 

The Ilritish delivered a counter at- 
tack today between llii' angle of the 
Ancre and the Somme and recaptured 
Morlaneonrt and Chipllly, the war of- 
fice announced thla evening. 

The Wench hare been heavily en- 
gaged west of Roye and were forced 
to give ground, the announcement 
states. Rclntoreementa for them arc 
arriving. 

An enemy attack In the neu^libor- 
hood of nucquoy has go far made no 
Impression upon the British lines. A 
number of other heavy attacks both 
north and aouth of the Bomme were 
repnlaed with heavy loaiea to the 
Germane. 

The British forces are not only of- 
fering strong resistance to heavy ene- 
my attacks both north and souts of 
the river Somme, but have carried out 
numerous counter attacks during the 
day, resnlting in the regaiaiog of 
ground and the driving batik oif tte 
Germana at nrima poiata. 

The report from field Marshal 
Halg tonight declares that in these 
operatlona heavy casualties have been 
Inflicted on the enemy,

THB FUOBT OF HOIUJID 

The necessity lor taking over the shipping of BUUnd and the 
plight in which tliat country is left, is another reminder of the pre- 
carious position of the Nniall nations, with the great pawei H of I In- 
world at war. Holland dare not consent to the proposals of tlut 
Alliea She is powerless to resist the policy determined npon. If 
ahe assented her territory would lie i|ui(d<ly ovfrriiii by (iiTiimii 
troops. It was a matter of iuditlereucc to the Allies whether slic 
aubmitted under protest or assented. In either case, Holland could 
not resist. 

In other words this small independent country, independent in 
name, is powerless to resist the maelstrom of a world war. Peace 
is the only condition in which the hmiiiH imtion cnn enjoy security. 
War on a large scale must necessarily endanger the interest even of 
those small countries who are not forced into actnal participation. 
There ia after all, a serious (lucstiou as to wlictlicr iu this nuidcrii 
era of concentration, in this period of tlie development of powerl'ul 
nations, there is really a place for the weak states in the complete 
enjoyment oi' independence. 

Holland because ahe is largely independent upon her ovcr- 
seas trade is forced into a position of economic dependence upon the 
Allies. The Scandinavian eountries are really dependents of Ger- 
many. If the smaller states are not to be absorbed by the larger 
ones, if the weak nations are really to have a place in modem af- 
fairs, there is the necessity for an international arranct iucut, for 
an agreement among the great powers that shall be left in the world 
after the war is over, that will establish and secure the status of 
these smaller states. 

The experience of Hcltiiuni shows, however, the precarious eiuir- 
acter of the independence of a country dependent upon treaty ar. 
rangements between vastly more powerful nations. After all. real 
independence on the part of a nation is the independence which the 
nation is able of itself to establish and maintain. However, in the 
new conditions imposed upon the world by the great war, even tlic 
greater powers are scarcely in position to maintain this so it of in 
dependence. Rven with the help of her Allies, Russia, four ycai 
ago, counted among the first powers of the world, has not been ab', 
to maintain herself. Not one of the Allies contending against Ue' 
many, would be able to maintain independence if left alone. Th 
United States, in a more advantageous position to struggle witl . 
Qermany than any other one country, would be no match under pre- 
sent conditions for Germany alone, to say nothing of Germany as- 
aisted by .\ustria-IIungary, Bulgaria and Turkey. 

With the United States and Great Britain eliminated from the 
pending sli uggle, the complete domination of continental Kuroi)e by 
the Teuton would lie oiily a matter of weeks. Under existing; con- 
ditions there is only one really independent power in the world to- 
day, and that is (iennany, since Germany's Allies are nn-rely (le|»end. 
encies. Italy, Prance, Great Britain and the Unitetl States, arrayid 
against Germany, are able to maintain their independence beean,sc 
they are leagued together. We are reasonably certain, when tin 
war is over, to have world domination from Berlin or we are to have 
a world controlled by a league of western powers. Italy, France, 
• Great Britain and the United States, if they are able to save civiliza- 
tion froiii the dangers iu)w thrcjitening it will continue to stand to- 
gether for the rehabilitation of the world along safe and sound lines, 
for the security of the frtiits of a victory that must he won, if at all 
at a tremendous cost. 

If the Teuton is victorious, tlic snuill luitioiLs now neutral, w\l 
be compelled to put on the Ten ionic yoke. If the league of westeii 
powers representing modem civilization, are victorious, the smallei 
nations may expect that the i)rotection and security the powerful 
peoples will have secured for them will refuse an obligation on thei: ! 
part, to give moral and national support to their i)rotectors in main- 
taining the peace of the world. — Lexington Herald.
